The Daily Chronicle's Shanghai cor- 
respondent hears from Newchwang that 
the Japanese crossed Tatung Pass. 40 
miles from Hai Cheng, and that col- 
lisions occurred with the Russians. 


The correspondent at Tien Tsin of 
the Daily Mail reports that Kataoka, a 
Japanese merchnnt and Russian spy. 
has been assassinated by being buried 
alive, but that the Japanese authori- 
ties disavow any knowledge of the as- ! 
sassins. 


Firing Heard Off the Coast. 


Yin Kow, March 22. — Firing was 
heard off the coast, apparently about 
six miles to the southward, 14 shvots 
having been heard between 7 and 7.80 !

CHINA WORRIES RUSSIA 


Believes Her Neutrality Depends On

result of the first heavy land fighting,

Washington Government Believes It It 
Too Early For Pov^ers to Act. 


Washington, March 21. — Amicable 
intervention by 
the neutral powers 
will end the war in the East» but not 
until it is made clear to all the neutral 
powers, including the United States, 
that both Russia and Japan are ready 
for such intervention. Our government 
does not believe that either Russia or 
Japan is ready now to welcome even a 
tender of good ofilces for the ending of 
the war. and it will take no part in 
any movement for that purpose until 
it has direct assurances from both Rus- 
sia and Japan that it would he advis- 
able to do so. 


Sooner or lo.ter, our government be- 
lieves, such aysnrances \vlll come from 
both Russia and Japan, but they have 
not come as yet: and our government 
will not act upon a mere exprof^sion of 
belief \)y any of the forelCT oilices of 
Europe as to what Russia aud Japan 
might welcome in this respect. Mean- 
while. our goverunipnt feels that It is 
Inopportune evpn to discuss the matter, 
because it is likely to offend either 
Russia or Japan, and esppt-ially Russia, 
becans of 
reverses and h^r sensi- 
tive feeling toward the United States. 


The position of our government has 
hoeu r.r.d • iLn-.wn to the British gov- 
ernment and to all others interfisti?d. 


The fact remains, however, that the 
representatives of the neutral powers In 
London have bc?n informally sounded 
as to taking s'U'h stpps and ihat though 
they may be deferred now. they may 
he taken before many wncks pass. It 
Is a delicate and difficult la-iU. and must 
be handled most diploraatlcally. 
Even 
Lord Lan.sdowne's tenliuive and pre- 
liminary inquiries, made informally, if 
not unoflacially, in accordance with 
diplomatic practice in advance of any 
formal 
communications, 
may 
make 
fresh trouble betv/f^en Russia and Eng- 
land, as well as other countries. Pub- 
licity will delay success. The unfavor- 
able attitude of our government will, 
of itself, prevent any immediate action. 


BRITISH SUBMARINE BOAT SUNK 


Was Run Down By a Liner, and Crew 
of Eleven Were Drowned. 


Portsmouth, March 19.—The British 
submarine boat, No. Al, was run down 
and sunk off the Nab lightship by a 
Donal Currie liner, and 11 persons were 
drowned, including Lieutenant 
Man- 
sergh, the senior officer engaged in sub- 
marine work. The liner passed on and 
reported that she had struck a tor- 
pedo, 


At the time she was struck the ves- 
sel was olf the lightship enjiaged in the 
manoeuvres and was 
lying in seven 
fathoms ff water, waiting tne approach 
of a battleship. 


The boat was one of the newest of 
the fleet of submarine vesbels, and was 
built from the latest models, but she 
has always been a bad diver. She was 
inspecfcd recently by both King Ed- 
ward and the Pj-jnce of Wales.

London, March 22.—A

rumors are printed in the newspapers 
here this morning, but they must be 
accepted with great reserve. 
The Daily Telegraph’s Tokio corres- 
pondont cables a newspaper report of 
the Japanese occupation of Port Arthur 
after a combined land and sea attack 
Saturday and Sunday. 
It ia asserted 
that a division of Japanese landed on 
the Liao Tung peninsula Saturday and 
engaged the Russians near Port Ar­ 
thur, while the fleet bombarded from 
Saturday Evening until Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
The same correspondent reports a 
sharp encounter at Chyong Syong (on 
the Yalu river^ about 30 miles north­ 
east of Wiju), in which the Russians 
lost 300 in killed or wounded. 
The Daily Chronicle’s Shanghai cor­ 
respondent hears from Newchwang that 
the Japanese crossed Tatung Pass, 40 
miles from Hai Cheng, and that col­ 
lisions occurred with the Russians. 
The correspondent at Tien Tsin of 
the Daily Mail reports that Kataoka, a 
Japanese merchnnt and Russian spy, 
has been assassinated by being buried 
alive, but that the Japanese authori­ 
ties disavow any knowledge of the as­ 
sassins.

CHINA WORRIES RUSSIA 


Believes Her Neutrality Depends On 
Result of First Heavy Land Battle, 
St. Petersburg, March 22.—In 
gov­ 
ernment circles there exists a strong 
belief that the question as to whether 
China will observe her neutrality un­ 
dertakings will depend largely on tha 
result of the first heavy land fighting. 
A big victory by the Russian army, it 
Is believed, will insure the quiescence 
of the Celestial empire, but there are 
grave fears as to whnt might happen 
In the event of a signal Japanese suc­ 
cess in the early stages of the land 
operations. 
The recent naval success of the Japa­ 
nese has not greatly impressed the 
Chinese, but If the Russians should 
sustain a really disastrous defeat on 
land the Chinese might suddenly be 
aroused, whether with the connivance 
or even with the consent of the Japa­ 
nese,

Russia's present plans are based on 
the appreciation of the supreme im­ 
portance of the first land battle, and ' 
no fighting on a large scale will take 
place, if it possibly crm be avoided, un* 
til the Russians feel morally certain 
that they can deal the enemy a crush­ 
ing blow.

Too Early For Pov^crs to Act. 
Washington, March 21. — Amicable 
intervention by 
the neutral powers 
will end the war in the East, but not 
until it is made clear to all the neutral 
powers, including the United States, 
that both Russia and Japan are ready 
for such intervention. Our government 
‘ does not believe that either Paissia or 
Japan is ready now to welcome even a 
tender of good offices for the ending of 
the war. and it will take no part in 


I any movement for that purpose until 
: it has direct assurances from both Rus­ 
sia and Japan that it would be advls- 
j able to do so. 
Sooner or later, our government be­ 
lieves, such aysui'ances Will come from 
both Russia and Japan, but they have 
not come as yet^ and our government 
will hot act upon a mere exprof^sion of 
belief by any of thi foreiiin offices of 
Europe as to what Russia aud Japan 
might welcome in this respect. Mean­ 
while, our governnipnt feels that it is 
inopportune evon to discuss the matter, 
because it is likely to offend either 
Russia or Japan, and especially Russia, 
becaiis of he]* reverses and her sensi­ 
tive feeling toward the United States. 
The position of our government has 
hoQh 
• iLn .wn to the British gov­ 
ernment and to all others interested. 
The fact remains, howi^ver, that the 
representatives of the neutral powers in 
London have been informally sounded 
as to taking such steps and that though 
they may be deferred now. they may 
be taken before many weeks pass. It 
is a delicate and difficult laiU. and must 
be handled most diplomatically. Even 
Lord Lan.sdowne’s tenlntive and pre­ 
liminary inquiries, mad(* informally, if 
not unofficially, in accordance with 
diplomatic practice in advance of any 
formal 
communications, may 
make 
fresh trouble betv/een Russia and Eng­ 
land, as well as other countries. Pub­ 
licity will delay success. The unfavor­ 
able attitude of our government will, 
of itself, prevent any immediate action. 


BRITISH SUBMARINE BOAT SUNK

Portsmouth, March 19.—Tiie British 
submarine boat, No. Al, was run down 
and sunk off the Nab lightship by a 
Donal Currie liner, and 11 persons were 
drowned, including Lieutenant Man- 
sergh, the senior officer engaged in sub­ 
marine work.

Doubled Our Area

S it was. nobody could have foreseen what a turmoil the 
purchase of Louisiana would cause in the United States. 
Jefferson was undoubtedly dazed when the three docu- 
ments concluding and'sealing that purchase reached him. 
The treaty of cession was already nearly a month old when 
it was placed before him. 
There was no time to send 
word to Washington from Paris and ask for instructions 
before closing the bargain. 
Although it required about 
thirty days to cross the ocean, events were crowding upon 
each other too thickly^ to venture on a delay so great before concluding the 
sale of the French province to a power on the western side of the ocean. 
The 
deed was done, 


Jefiier.son, delighted beyond measure at the success of bis envoys, was 
puzzled to discover ways and means to consummate their purchase and legalize 
their action. 
He had offered to buy a few hundred acres for a dockyard and 
place of deposit. 
He was to have handed over to him a territory equal in 
extent to many principalities. 
He bad been authorized to expend $2,000.000 
in a needed purchase; he found himself Involved In a transaction that required 
on his part $15.000,000. 
A strict constructionist, and believing as he did that 
tho purchase of foreign territory would be an unconstitutional act on his 
piU't, ho found himself bonnd in honor to consummate a bargain that would 
double the area of the United States. 


At tiiis time the Federalist party had become merely a party of obstruc- 
tionists. 
Their only distinct policy, apparently, was to oppose everything 
proposed by the Republicans. 
Their cardinal principle was that whatever 
Jefferson did was not right. 
The clamor raised by the announcement that 
Jeft'erson's agents in Paris had bought the Province of Louisiana was pro- 
digious. 
It was asserted that the purchase contemplated tho formation of a 
new confederacy which should include the valley of the Mississippi and the 
lands lying immediately east thereof. 
Having bought an empire, they aslced, 
derisively, who is to be emperor of tho newly acquired domain? 
The cost, 
above ail, the cost of this vast region was regarded as monumental. 
Fifteen 
millions for a Avorthless wilderness! 
The bare idea was preposterous.—From

[According to an nrticlc in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, a fifty one pound Btono 
was recently found in that city accrctcd 
in a bale of hay of eighty pounds. 


This ifl not as bad as finding a lump of 
lead of nearly one-half the weight of the 
eolid gold watch ease eecretcd in the cen- 
tre of the case. 


Gold watch cases are sold by weight, and 
no one can see where this lead is secreted 
until the springs of the esse are taken out 
and the lead will bo fouud secreted behind 
them. 


These cases are made by companies who 
profess to be honest, but furnish the meant 
to the dishonest to rob the public. 
It is 
not pleasant for anyone to find that he 
has 
ugged a lump of lead in his watch 
case. 


Another trick of thc^ makers of spurious 
solid gold watch coses is to stamp the case 
S, Assay." 
The United States does 
not stamp any article made out of gold and 
mlvcr except coin, and the fakir, by using 
this stamp, wants to make the public be- 
lieve that the Government had something 
to do with the stamping or guaranteeing 
the iinonees of watch cases. 


Another trick of tlie watch fakir is to 
advertise a watch described as a solid gold 
filled watch with a twenty or twenty-five- 
year guarantee. 
These watches arc gener- 
ally sent C, O. D., and if the purchaser has 
paid for the watch he finds that the com- 
pany which guaranteed the watch to wear 
3S not in existence. 


The Dueber-llampden Watch Company, 
cf Canton, Ohio, who arc constantly ex- 
posing these frauds, will furnish the names 
of the manufacturers who arc in this auc3- 
tionablc business.

eer of the due train. 
At other times 
a lantern is set at the side of the 
track, and still at other times a tor* 
pedo is placed on ilie rail. 
But flag- 
men have gone to sleep, engineers have 
failed to see the lanterns ami have not 
heard the torpedoes. 


Tlie new invention requires the equip- 
ment of trains with automatic brake 
arrangements which are to Ix« operated 
by means of a **shoe" Cai=tened to the 
rail. 
One of these *'shoes" 
having 
been put in place near the point at 
which it is desired to stop the train 
the railroad men can proceed with their 
duties Avilhout fear of the oncoming 
focomotive and its cars passuig many 
feet beyond.

She testified that her 
step-father came home drunk, and that 
she retired while he and her mother 
were quarreling.

the South Sea Islands, 


WERE COMPLETELY INUNDATED 


Native» Were Compelled to Take to 
Cccoanut Tree» When Water Cov* 
trcd the Land—Survivon Destitute 
of Foodj Shelter and Clothing. 
San Francisco, Feb. 9.—Nows of a 
fean'ul loss of life in a destructive 
storm that swept over the South Soa 
Islands last month reached here yes­ 
terday by the steamer Mariposa direct 
from Tahiti. 
The loss of life is esti­ 
mated at 1,000 persons. 
On January 
13 last a huge tidal wave, accom­ 
panied by a terrific hurricane, at­ 
tacked the Society Islands and the 
Tuomotu group with fearful force, 
causing death and devastation never 
before equalled in a land of dreaded 
storms. 
The 
storm 
raged 
several 
days, 
reaching its maximum strength be­ 
tween 
January 14 and January 16. 
From the meager details received at 
Tahiti up to the time the vessel sailed 
it is estimated 
that 
1,000 of the 
Islanders lost their lives. It is feared 
that later advices will increase this 
number. 
The first news of the disaster reach­ 
ed Papeeta, Tahiti, January 26 by the 
schooner Eimeo. 
The captain of the 
schooner placed the 1‘atalitles at 500, 
The steamer Excelsior arrived at Pa­ 
peeta the following day with 400 des­ 
titute survivors. The captain of the 
Excelsior estimated the total loss of 
life to he 800. 
On Hikuera Island, 
where 1.000 inhabitants were engaged 
in’ pearl diving, nearly one-half were 
drowned. 
On an adjacent island 100 
more were washed out to soa. 
The number q f islands visited by the 
tidal wave is placed at 80. 
The sur­ 
viving inhabitants are left destitute 
of food, shelter and clothing, all hav­ 
ing been swept away by the storm. 
As the islands were barely 20 feet 
above sea level and were not sur­ 
rounded by coral reefs, it was neces­ 
sary for all the inhabitants to take to 
the 
cocoanut trees 
when the tidal 
wave began to cover the land. These 
trees grow to an immense height, many 
reaching an altitude of 100 feet. All 
of the lower trees were covered by the 
raging seas which swept with pitiless 
force about and over them. 
The na­ 
tives in the taller trees were safe un­ 
til the cocoanut roots gave way, and 
then they too were swept out into the 
sea. 
The 400 survivors brought by the 
Excelsior to Papeeta gained the ship's 
side by swimming three and four miles 
from the tops of the cocoanut trees. 
The Eimeo, though ha.dly damaged by 
the storm, also brought off as many 
persons as could swim to her sides, 
she, like the Excelsior, being unable 
to run close to the shores because of 
the violence of the ocean swells, which 
continued to run abnormally high for ’ 
a week after the tidal disturbances. 
The French government, upon re­ 
ceipt of 
the disaster, took prompt 
measures to relieve the distressed dis­ 
tricts and dispatcl^ed two warship^' 
with fresh water aqd provisions. Tbi3 
Italian man-of-war Calabria accompaj^- 
ied the French vessels on their errand 
of mercy. As the supply of fresh wa^' 
ter and 
provisions 
was totally ev:* 
hausted by the storm, it is fcai’ed 
' 
many lives will be lost before the vo ’ 
lief ships can arrive. 
As far as k* 
known, 
eight 
whitq 
people 
wer,^'^ 
among the drowned.

Mysterious Death» 


Robert H. Currens, residing in High- 
land township, a well-known citizen and 
a man once prominent in local politics, 
attempted to take bis own life on last 
Thursday. 


It appears that Mr Currens had been 


in 
Gettysburg 
on Wednesday 
night, 
where he had been drinking freelv. it is 
alleged 
On bis return home, he was 
met by his son, Emory, who took charge 
of the team and put the horse away. 
The young man noticed that his father 
was in a partially unconscious condition 
but supposed that he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 
So he left him sitting 
in the buggy to sleep oH the effects of his 
supposed debauch. 
On going to the 
barn again 
early Thursday morning, 
young Currens found his father where 
he had left him the night before heavily 
and still in a stupor. 
By his side, in tbe 
buggy, lay an empty bottle that bore the 
label, "Laudanum." 
He carried his fath- 
er into the bouse and medical assistance 
was hastily summoned. 


In 
spite of hopes to the contrary, he 
died at his home in Highland township, 
Friday afternoon 
The efforts of Dr, W. 
H. O'Neal, the attending physician, to 
save tho unfortunate man from his rash 
act were futile. 
Currens remained in the 
stupor in which he was found up to the 
time that he died. 


It is denied by friends of the deceased 
that he committed suicide. 
It is said 
that the bottle containing laudanum did 
not have sufflcient ofthat poison to have 
caused death In itself—that there was 
but an ounce of the drug, mixed with 
arnica and witch hazel. 


It is alleged that Mr. Currens had long 
suffered from a diseased leg, and }t v.as 
as an application for this that he carried 
the laudanum preparation, 
it is a theo- 
ry of his friends that while under the 
influence of liquor, he drank the poison 
by mistake this, coupled with a weak 
heart, a bad condition of his blood, and 
the night's exposure in the bain, brought 
on a fatal end.

OOD advice carries weifht, but Its Influence Is r e r j 
small if it is not accompanied by good example. 
In the case of children, for instance, whatever 
they see they unconsciously Imitate. 
They insensibly 
come to resemble tliose wlio are about them. 
That is the reason th at so much stress is laid upon 
the Importance of domestic training. 
For no matter 
how efficient schools may be, the examples set in the 
homo life must always be of greater influence in form­ 
ing the charar*ter of our future men and women. 
Parents should remember that children learn more quickly througli the 
eye than the ear, and the most trifling acts of carelessness, a mute actiou or 
an unconscious look may give a stamp to tLK> character that is never effaced. 
A wise man says, “So much does the moral health depend upon tho 
moral atmosphere that is breathed, and so great is the influence daily exer­ 
cised by parents over their children by living a life before their eyes, that 
perhaps the best system of parental instruction might be summed up in 
these two words, ‘Improve thyself.'

“He never said or did a thing in the absence of my mother of which she 
would have disapproved. 
“He always held up the highest standards of integrity and filled our 
youthful minds with sentiments as pure and as generous as could be found 
in the writings of Seneca and Cicero, 
“ Such was my first instructor, and, I must add, my best.'^

A wall pocket that is recommended

How Tliomas Jefferson 
Doubled Our Area 


B y N o a h B r o o k s 
S it was, nobody could have foreseen w hat a turmoil the 
purchase of Louisiana Avould cause in the United States. 
Jefferson was undoubtedly dazed when the three docu­ 
ments concluding and sealing that purchase reached him. 
The treaty of cession was already nearly a month old when 
it was placed before iiim. 
There was no time to send 
word to Washington from Paris and ask for Instructions 
before closing the bargain. 
Although it required about 
thirty days to cross the ocean, events were crowding upon 
each other too thickly^ to venture on a delay so great before concluding the 
sale of the French province to a power on the western side of the ocean. The 
deed was done. 
Jefferson, delighted beyond measure at the success of bis envoys, was 
puzzled to discover ways and means to consummate their piu*chase and legalize 
their action. 
He had offered to buy a few liundred acres for a dockyard and 
place of deposit. 
He was to have handed over to him a territory equal in 
extent to many principalities. 
He had been authorized to expend $2,000,000 
In a needed purchase; he found himself Involved In a transaction that required 
on his part $15,000,000. 
A strict constructionist, and believing as he did that 
the purchase of foreign territory would be an unconstitutional act on his 
piu’t, he found himself bound in honor to consummate a bargain that would 
double the area of the United States. 
At this time the Federalist party had become merely a party of obstruc­ 
tionists. 
Their only distinct policy, apparently', was to oppose everything 
proposed by the Republicans. 
Their cardinal principle was th at whatever 
Jefferson did was not right. 
The clamor raised by the announcement that 
Jefferson’s agents in Paris had bought the Province of Louisiana was pro­ 
digious. 
It Avas asserted that the purchase contemplated the formation of a 
new confederac3" which should include the valley of tho Mississippi and the 
lands lying immediately oast thereof. 
Having bought an empire, they asked, 
derisively, who is to be emperor of tho newly acquired domain? 
The cost, 
above all, the cost of this vast region was regarded as monumental. 
Fifteen 
millions for a worthless wilderness! 
The bare idea was preposterous.—From

In common decency, men and women should be so organized Industrially 
that they can accord to the woman who is rendering tlie highest service to tho 
race such a share in the common Warnings that she can buy her own clothes 
and do anything she pleases to raise up new men and women without expense 
for her own and her children’s support, 
Society should be told plainly th a t it is dishonest to accept the results of the 
service of wamen in giving their lives to raise up new men and women without 
permitting them to share generously in the common heritage of the race. 
Every married woman who doe* her duty with conscience and ability and 
Intelligence ought to be on the payroll on some organized department of got- 
ornmeiit. 
No kind of work is more Important or more worthy of the highest rate of 
wages than the work of a mother whoso sons and daughters become a credit tQ 
the community.

Gold watch cases are sold by weight, and 
no one can sec where this lead is secreted 
until the springs of the cnso are taken out 
and the lead will be found sccrcted behind 
them. 
These cases arc made by companies who 
profess to be honest, but furnish the meant 
to the dishonest to rob the public. It is 
not pleasant for anyone to find that he 
has us;ged a lump of lead in his watch 
case. 
Another trick of the makers of spurious 
case 
does 
not stamp any article made out of gold and 
•liver except coin, and the fakir, bv using 
this stamp, wants to make the public be­ 
lieve that the Government had somothing 
to do with the stamping or guaranteeing 
the iinencBS of watch cases. 
Another trick of tlie watch fakir is to 
advertise a watch described as a solid gold 
filled watch with a twenty or twenty-five- 
ycar guarantee. These watches arc gener­ 
ally sent C, O. D., and if the purchaser has 
paid for the watch he finds that the com­ 
pany which guaranteed the watch to wear 
3S not in existence. 
The Dueber liampden Watch Company, 
of Canton, Ohio, who arc constantly ex­ 
posing these frauds, will furnish the names 
of the manufacturers who arc in this Q u e s­ 
tionable business.

Mysterious Death# 
Robert H. Currens, residing in High­ 
land township, a well-known citizen and 
a man once prominent in local politics, 
attempted to take his own life on last 
Thursday. 
It appears that Mr Currens had been 
in Gettysburg on Wednesday night, 
where he had been drinking freely, it is 
allegtd 
On his return home, he was 
met by his son, Emory, who took charge 
of the team and put the horse away. 
The young man noticed that his father 
was in a partially unconscious condition 
but supposed that he was under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. So he left him sitting 
in the buggy to sleep oH the effects of his 
supposed debauch. 
On going to the 
barn again early Thursday morning, 
young Currens found his father where 
he had left him the night before heavily 
and still in a stupor. By his side, in the 
buggy, lay an empty bottle that bore the 
label, “Laudanum.” He carried his fath­ 
er into the house and medical assistance 
was hastily summoned. 
In spite of hopes to the contrary, he j 
died at his home in Highland to\vnsh»p, 
Friday afternoon 
The efforts of Dr, W. 
H. O’Neal, the attending physician, to 
save tho unfortunate man from his rash 
act were futile. Currens remained in the 
stupor in which he was found up to the 
time that he died. 
It is denied by friends of the deceased 
that he committed suicide. It is said 
that the bottle containing laudanum did 
not have sufflcient ofthat poison to have 
caused death In itself—that there was 
but an ounce of the drug, mixed with 
arnica and witch hazel. 
It is alleged that Mr. Currens had long 
suffered from a diseased leg, and u v»ivs 
as an application for this that he carried 
the laudanum preparation. 
It is a theo­ 
ry of his friends that while under the 
influence of liquor, he drank the poison 
by mistake this, coupled with a weak 
heart, a bad condition of his blood, and 
the night’s exposure in the bain, brought 
on a fatal end.

HOW 
TO MEND 
GRANITE. 


It has long been thought that mend- 
ing granite or w^ood fibre w^are is an 
Impossibility, but after a little experi- 
ence one learns that such 
mending 
can be done, and at home, with almost 
no expense. 


AVhen a granite basin or kettle be- 
gins to leak, the hole may be enlarged 
a little aud a copper rivet driven into 
it. 
It takes but a moment, very little 
strength, and the leak is effectually 
stopped. 
Different sizes of 
copper 
rivets may be bought at the hardware 
store, probably for five cents a pack- 
age. assorted. 
These will likely mend 
all the graniteware that one would use 
in a lifetime. 
The rivet has a head 
on one end. the small end is Inserted in 
the hole in the article to be mended, 
it is pressed through, and then the ves- 
sel placed upon something firm and 
the end of tlie rivet hammered down, 
or 
flattened 
out, to hold it in place. 
The rivets are soft and easily manip- 
ulated. 
It is best to mend a hole as 
soon as It appears, for if left to be- 
come too large, the granite is liable to 
peel off for some distance around, and 
if it does, the ware will not hold the 
rivet, but >vill chip away. 


There exists a device for mending 
wood fibre which until now one sup- 
posed could not be mended. 
The ar- 
ticle mended was a tub, and had quite 
a hole broken into it. 
The owner took 
some putty and carefully filled up the 
break, and allowed it to harden. 
This 
might last a time, but to make the 
work more substantial, the place was 
painted over and a firm cloth pressed 
over the paint, painted again and lo!

HOW TO MEND GRANITE. 
It has long been thought that mend­ 
ing granite or wood fibre ware is an 
impossibility, but after a little experi­ 
ence one learns that such mending 
can be done, and at home, with almost 
no expense. 
AVhen a granite basin or kettle be­ 
gins to leak, the hole may be enlarged 
a little and a copper rivet driven into 
it. It takes but a irom&nt, very little 
strength, and the leak is effectually 
stopped. 
Different sizes of copper 
rivets may be bought at the hardware 
store, probably for five cents a pack­ 
age, assorted. These will likely mend 
all the graniteware that one would use 
in a lifetime. 
The rivet has a head 
on one end, the small end is inserted in 
the hole in the article to be mended, 
it is pressed through, and then the ves­ 
sel placed upon something firm and 
the end of the rivet hammered down, 
or flattened out, to hold it in place. 
The rivets are soft and easily manip­ 
ulated. 
It is best to mend a hole as 
soon as it appears, for if left to be­ 
come too large, the granite is liable to 
peel off for some distance around, and 
if it does, the ware will not hold the 
rivet, but wiW chip away. 
There exists a device for mending 
wood fibre which until now one sup­ 
posed could not be mended. 
The ar­ 
ticle mended was a tub, and had quite 
a hole broken into it. The owner took 
some putty and carefully filled up the 
break, and allowed it to harden. This 
might last a time, but to make the 
work more substantial, the place was 
painted over and a firm cloth pressed 
over the paint, painted again and lol 
the tub was quite as strong as ever, if 
not stronger in that place.—Philadel­ 
phia Record.

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SHIPS BEFORE THE MAST. 


W H A T OCCURS W H I L E A SKIPPER 
IS "SIGNING ON" HIS CREW. 


Characteristic» 
of tha 
Men—Excite- 
ment and Confuaion Incidental to 
the Departure of a Deep-Sea Packet 
from Port. 
Having a sharp attack of the desire 
for a life on the deep during my junior 
year at Harvard, I finally managed to 
obtain a berth from the skipper of an 
American clipper ship to sail in a few 
days for San Francisco, writes George 
Noble. In the New York Evening Post. 
My job was to be "boy"—not cabin, 
but 
deck—a 
position 
corresponding 
most nearly to that of an apprentice 
on an English ship. 


On the day prior to sailing, the act 
of '^signing on" took place in the Unit- 
ed States shipping commissioner's of- 
fice. This is simply the drawing up of 
a contract between the master and the 
men. 
The latter, when I first saw 
them, were sitting about in embar- 
rassed, uncomfortable positions on the 
rude benches of the office. 
Nervously 
fingering 
their caps in their 
hands, 
they whispered with one another in 
hushed, 
mysterious 
tones 
after 
the 
usual fashion of sailors when they are 
in any large room ashore. 
fell 


far short of the general idea that I 
had gathered of sailors from reading 
books written by landsmen. 
No flow- 
ing, 
bell-mouthed 
trousers 
were 
in 
Bight; no blue flannel shirts open at 
tlie neck with wide rolling collars; no 
conventional sailor caps. Instead, take 
them altogether, they made me think 
at the time of a mixed collection of 
men of the streets—most of them driv- 
ers of coal wagons. 
Later, once we 
were clear of the shore, I discovered 
the true worth of some of them. 


With few exceptions, the men had 
pale, unshaven faces, and wore make- 
shift clothing. 
They had the general 
appearance of day laborers, except for 
the facc that they stood so much in 
awe of the commissioner's clerks with 
their pens behind their ears. This was 
while they sat down. When they stood 
up and walked there was something 
about them that 1 had never seen be- 
fore. something indescribable—the true 
mark of the sea. 


As name after name was called lliey 
would approach the desk one at a 
time, and after listening to an indis- 
tinct formula of words (which com- 
prised what is known as the ^'ship's 
articles") 
muttered in sing-song by 
the clerk, would hastily scratch their 
names. 
Then a colloquy would take 
place, the sailor would nod his head, 
and while he hurried to join his com- 
rades at the other end of the room, an 
advance note for a month of his pay 
would be handed to some 
boarding 
master. 
This 
''dead 
horse" 
to 
be 
worked off at sea represented various 
loans 
and 
expenditures 
which 
the 
boarding master claimed, and of which 
the sailor had not the faintest recollec- 
tion. 
All he would ever see of that 
note was a battle of whiskey later in 
the day. 


When ray turn to sign came I no- 
ticed that more than one man. instead 
of putting his name to the articles, had 
made his mark. 
Under thi3 terras of 
the contracts the able searaen were to 
have $18 a raonth; the ordinary sea- 
men. $12; w'hilA my ray as a groen 
hand was to be $1 a month. When all 
had signed, the captain addressed the 
group, giving them orders to report 
on board at daylight on'the following 
morning. The ceremony was over and 
the crew disappeared as if by magic, j 
The ' boarding 
raasters 
disappeared, 
too. 


That night I slept aboard the ship. ; 
Next raornlng long before daylight, I 
was aroused by the hararaerlng and 
Bhoutlng 
of 
the 
carpenter 
on 
the 
fo'c'sle door, much as If I were the 
pilot, and everything was at a stand- 
still until I should make my appear- 
ance. 
This music was soon drowned, 
however, by the uproar which arose 
from the dock. The crew, routed from 
bed by their various boarding 
raasters, 
and carted to the ship with their bag- 
gage, had arrived. 


Such confusion as ensued as the dim 
light of dawn began to creep Into the 
sky I had never before seen in my life. 
The dock swarmed with men. 
Sailors 
rubbing their eyes and bumping Into 
one another as they blundered about, 
Blowly coming to their senses as the 
rum inside of them evaporated in the 
keen mxirning air; boarding masters 
hustling them 
and 
trying 
to force 
them to climb over the rail to the 
Bhlp's deck. 
The more the 
sailors 
awoke to the situation, the more they 
dreaded making the start on a long 
voyage, and the more they strove to 
evade the boarding masters and to lose 
themselves In the streets. 
Just 
so 
much more naturally, the 
boarding 
masters shouted and stormed about, 
threatening the men with punishments 
of all sorts. A sailor's advance note is 
worthless until after he has 
sailed 
from port. 


The edge of the dock was strewn 
•with the chests, bags, and bedding of 
the men. Finally, this was tossed pell 
xnell to the deck of the vessel, and | 
after half an hour more of wrangling j 
the sailors followed their traps. 
The 
stuff was bundled Into the fo'c'sle, and 
there those of the disgruntled crew 
who did not fall over in a stupor at 


once fought among themselves as to 
which bunk each should occupy. 


These disputes were 
finally 
ended 
by the sharp commands of the captain 
and the mates, who ordered all hands 
to tumble out on deck to give a hand 
at getting the ship clear of the dock. 
The orders were supplemented 
with 
a fewi belaying pins and the forecastle 
was quickly emptied. 


The rushing to and fro on the deck 
as the ship was unmoored from the 
dock and swung about in the trail of 
the tugboat that was to tow her to 
gea; the confused shouting of orders 
from every quarter; 
in fact, every- 
thing that took place in the space of 
the next hour seemed nothing 
less 
than a reign of misrule which It is 
impossible to describe. 
At length, out 
of the confusion I began to discover 
some sort of system. 
One by one tho 
yards were hoisted and the sails prop- 
erly set as the land began to grow 
smaller astern. 
With each bit of pull- 
ing and hauling the boatswain 
gave 
out frightful groans and semi-jodels. 
At each blood-curdling sound he ut- 
tered, all hands gave a simultaneous 
heave on the ropes. 
The cries light- 
ened the task more than one could be- 
lieve, and gave double the ordinary 
heart to every one. 


At length at about noon, when we 
had the land merely a dim blot be- 
hind us, and the ship M-as pretty well 
set in shape aloft, all hands save the 
man at the wheel, were ordered to 
knock off work and get dinner in the 
galley. 
This was good after the work 
of the morning, and consisted of soup 
made of fresh meat—the last we were 
to see of that article for many months. 


Bolting our dinner, we were out on 
deck again In short order to find that 
the tugboat had cast off from us and 
was making a few turns about to see 
that all was well before goln^ back to 
New York. 
Before long she left us 
to ourselves, and soon was only to be 
distinguished by a thin line of smoke 
in the distance.

How the Five and Ten Cent Thrillers 


Are Made. 


The task of putting into readable 
shape stirring tales about Jesse James, 
Alkali Pete, Gentleman Jim, Wild Bill, 
the Gold King, the Boy Detective and 
other 
heroes 
whose 
exploits 
thrill 
small boys, Is not done by writers of 
tine same heroic and flreteating typa 
as the characters portrayed. Men who 
write such stories need principally a 
fertile imagination, a capacity for hard 
work and th^ ability to turn out thous- 
ands of words of readable stuff a day 
to make them successful. 


They "have never rescued imperiled 
maidens, tracked Indians and murder- 
ers over deserts and mountain trains 
or recovered lost fortunes. 
Many of 
them have never seen a live Indian or 
cowboy, have a 
bare speaking 
ac- 
quaintance with the detectives at (head- 
quarters dnd carry no six- shooters In 
their back pockets. 


More than one dime-novel publish- 
ing firm has made a fortune at tho 
business of providing literature for 
Young America, and that In the days 
when they paid a wrltar from $75 to 
$250 for a story. 
Things are done dif- 
i'erentlly now. 


Each dime-novel publishing 
house 
employs a staff of writQrs, who receive 
a regular salary. 
Besides the staff 
of regular contributors persons who 
can be depended upon to turn in a fixed 
amount of copy every week, each pub- 
lishing house has a list of workers who 
can write a story to order and at short 
notice. 


When 
a regular Avriter falls ill or 
takes a vacation, or when some spec- 
ial 
event happens 
which 
makes 
a 
foundation for a plot for a popular 
novel, one of these special writers is 
communicated with and is ordered to 
(iabh off a story on. three or four day?/ 
notice. 
Inspiration forms a small part 
of tne dime-novel writer's stock in 
trade, for nearly all his stories are 
written to order. 
In these cases the 
writer follows a plot suggested by the 
, pul^lisher, and does not oven select the 
' title. 


It Is said that regular writers of 
dime-novels, men who do no other 
kind of work, are able to produce a 
story of from 40,000 to 50,000 words a 
week, and to keep it up for six months 
in the year. 
The writer can not at- 
tempt to think out his plot and ar- 
range the events in the hero's life be- 
fore sitting dov/n to write, as that 
would take too long^.—Bulfalo News.

WHAT OCCURS W HILE A SKIPPER 
IS "SIGNING ON” HIS CREW. 


Cliaracteristict 
of the 
Men—Excite­ 
ment and Confusion Incidental to 
the Departure of a Deep-Sea Packet 
from Port. 
Having a sharp attack of the desire 
for a life on the deep during my junior 
year at Harvard, I finally managed to 
obtain a berth from the skipper of an 
American clipper ship to sail In a few 
days for San Francisco, writes George 
Noble, in the New York Evening Post. 
My Job was to be ‘*boy*’—not cabin, 
but deck—a 
position corresponding 
most nearly to that of an apprentice 
on an English ship. 
On the day prior to sailing, the act 
of “signing on’* took place in the Unit­ 
ed States shipping commissioner's of­ 
fice. This Is simply the drawing up of 
a contract between the master and the 
men. 
The latter, when I first saw 
them, were sitting about in embar­ 
rassed, uncomfortable positions on the 
rude benches of the office. 
Nervously 
fingering their caps In their hands, 
they whispered with one another in 
hushed, mysterious tones after the 
usual fashion of sailors when they are 
in any large room ashore. 
far short of the general idea that I 
had gathered of sailors from reading 
books written by landsmen. 
No flow­ 
ing, bell-mouthed trousers were in 
sight; no blue flannel shirts open at 
tlie neck with wide rolling collars; no 
conventional sailor caps. Instead, take 
them altogether, they made me think 
at the time of a mixed collection of 
men of the streets—most of them driv­ 
ers of coal wagons.

Then a colloquy would take 
place, the saflor would nod his head, 
and while he hurried to join his com­ 
rades at the other end of the room, an 
advance note for a month of his pay 
would be handed to some boarding 
master. 
This **dead horse” to be 
worked off at sea represented various 
loans 
and 
expenditures 
which 
the 
boarding master claimed, and of which 
the sailor had not the faintest recollec­ 
tion. 
All he would ever see of that 
note was a bottle of whiskey later in 
the day. 
When ray turn to sign came I no­ 
ticed that more than one man, instead 
of putting his name to the articles, had 
made his mark. 
Under th <3 terras of 
the contracts the able seamen were to 
have $18 a month; the ordinary sea­ 
men, $12; w'hil4 my r^y as a groen 
hand was to be 51 a month. When all 
had signed, the captain addressed the 
group, giving them orders to report 
on board at daylight on'the following 
morning. The ceremony was over and 
the crew disappeared as if by magic, j 
The * boarding 
masters 
disappeared, 
too. 
That night I slept aboard the ship. 
Next morning long before daylight, I 
was aroused by the hammering and 
shouting of the carpenter 
on 
the 
io*c'sle door, much as If I were the 
pilot, and everything was at a stand­ 
still until I should make my appear­ 
ance. 
This music was soon drowned, 
however, by the uproar which arose 
from the dock. The crew, routed from 
bed by their various boarding masters, 
and carted to the ship with their bag­ 
gage, had arrived. 
Such confusion as ensued as the dim 
light of dawn began to creep Into the 
sky I had never before seen in my life. 
The dock swarmed with men. 
Sailors 
rubbing their eyes and bumping Into 
one another as they blundered about, 
slowly coming to their senses as the 
rum inside of them evaporated in the 
keen morning air; boarding masters 
hustling them and trying to force 
them to climb over the rail to the 
ship's deck. The more the 
sailors 
awoke to the situation, the more they 
dreaded making the start on a long 
voyage, and the more they strove to 
evade the boarding masters and to lose 
themselves in the streets. 
Just so 
much more naturally, the boarding 
masters shouted and stormed about, 
threatening the men with punishments 
of all sorts. A sailor's advance note is 
worthless until after he has sailed 
from port. 
The edge of the dock was strewn 
with the chests, bags, and bedding of 
the men. Finally, this was tossed pell 
mell to the deck of the vessel, and 
after half an hour more of wrangling 
the sailors followed their traps. 
The 
stuff was bundled into the fo’c’sle, and 
there those of the disgruntled crew 
who did ^ot fall over in a stupor at ^ 


once fought among themselves as to 
which bunk each should occupy. 
These disputes were finally ended 
by the sharp commands of the captain 
and the mates, who ordered all hands 
to tumble out on deck to give a hand 
at getting the ship clear of the dock. 
The orders were supplemented with 
a fewi belaying pins and the forecastle 
was quickly emptied. 
The rushing to and fro on the deck 
as the ship was unmoored from the 
dock and swung about In the trail of 
the tugboat that was to tow her to 
sea; the confused shouting of orders 
from every quarter; in fact, every­ 
thing that took place in the space of 
the next hour seemed nothing less 
than a reign of misrule which it is 
impossible to describe. At length, out 
of the confusion I began to discover 
some sort of system. 
One by one the 
yards were hoisted and the sails prop­ 
erly set as the land began to grow 
smaller astern. With each bit of pull­ 
ing and hauling the boatswain gave 
out frightful groans and seml-jodels. 
At each blood-curdling sound he ut­ 
tered. all hands gave a simultaneous 
heave on the ropes. 
The cries light­ 
ened the task more than one could be­ 
lieve, and gave double the ordinary 
heart to every one. 
At length at about noon, when we 
had the land merely a dim blot be­ 
hind us, and the ship was pretty well 
set in shape aloft, all hands save the 
man at the wheel, were ordered to 
knock off work and get dinner in the 
galley. This was good after the work 
of the morning, and consisted of soup 
made of fresh meat—the last we were 
to see of that article for many months. 
Bolting our dinner, we were out on 
deck again in short order to find that 
the tugboat had cast off from us and 
was making a few turns about to see 
that all was well before goin^ back to 
New York. 
Before long she left us 
to ourselves, and soon was only to be 
distinguished by a thin line of smoke 
in the distance. 


NOVELS TO ORDER. 


How the Five and Ten Cent Thrillers 
Are Made. 
The task of putting into readable 
shape stirring tales about Jesse James, 
Alkali Pete. Gentleman Jim, Wild Bill, 
the Gold King, the Boy Detective and 
other heroes whose exploits 
thrill 
small boys. Is not done by writers of 
tine same heroic and fire»eating type 
as the characters portrayed. Men who 
write such stories need principally a 
fertile imagination, a capacity for hard 
work and thp» ability to turn out thous­ 
ands of words of readable stuff a day 
to make them successful. 
They iiave never rescued imperiled 
maidens, tracked Indians and murder­ 
ers over deserts and mountain trains 
or recovered lost fortunes. 
Many of 
them have never seen a live Indian or 
cowboy, have a bare speaking ac­ 
quaintance with the detectives at head­ 
quarters dnd carry no six- shooters in 
their back pockets. 
More than one dime-novel pui)lisli- 
ing firm has made a fortune at the 
business of providing literature for 
Young America, and that in the days 
when they paid a writer from $75 to 
$250 for a story. Things are done dif- 
i'erentlly now. 
Each dime-novel publishing house 
employs a staff of writQrs, who receive 
a regular salary. 
Besides the staff 
of regular contributors persons who 
can be depended upon to turn in a fixed 
amount of copy every week, each pub­ 
lishing house has a list of workers who 
can write a story to order and at short 
notice. 
When a regular writer falls ill or 
takes a vacation, or when some spec­ 
ial event happens which makes a 
foundation for a plot for a popular 
novel, one of these special writers is 
communicated with and is ordered to 
(lash off a story on three or four day.'^/ 
notice. Inspiration forms a small part 
of tne dime-novel writer’s stock in 
trade, for nearly all his stories are 
v/riuen to order. 
In these cases the 
writer follows a plot suggested by the 
publisher, and does not even select the 
title. 
It Is said that regular writers of 
dlme-novels, men who do no other 
kind of work, are able to produce a 
story of from 40,000 to 50,000 words a 
week, and to keep It up for six months 
in the year. 
The WTiter can not at­ 
tempt to think out his plot and ar­ 
range the events In the hero’s life be­ 
fore sitting dov/n to write, as that 
would take too long'.—Bulfalo News.

Important New Pension Rules. 


Commissioner of Pensions Ware with 
the approval of Secretary Hitchcock, has 
promulgated the tnost important pension 
ruling that has been issued in a long time. 


It directs that beginning April 18 next, 
if there is no contrary eyidcnce and all 
other legal requirements have met, elaim- 
ftuts for pension Under the general act of 
June 27, 1890, who are over «3 years old 
shall be considered as disabled one^half 
in ability to perform manuel labor and 
shall be entitled to $G a month; over 05 
years, to |8; over 08 years, to $10, and 
over 70, 112, tho usual allowance al high- 
er rates continuing for disabilities other 
than age.
